But enough, and some may think, too much 
of this disgusting recital. With respect to the 
immediate effects of these awakenings, we 
hope and believe, that some of them have been 
salutary and good. Persons before wholly 
indifferent to religion have been induced to 
attend to the subject; the profane and the 
scoffer have in many cases been reformed, at 
least for a time; for the moment more regard 
has been paid to some of the outward means 
of religion, and some of its outward acts, and 
an air of greater solemnity and thoughtfulness 
has spread itself over the community.. We do 
not find in these accounts, nor in the accounts 
we have read of other similar excitements, 
many well attested instances even of a tempo- 
rary reformation in persons addicted to any of 
the open and gross vices, excepting profanity, 
and indiference to religion. We have often 
been in the midst of these revivals, and have 
directed our inquiries to this point; and yet 
we are hardly able to referto a single instance 
of a real and permanent reformation, at such 
seasons, of a man habitually guilty of avarice, 
intemperance, or sensuality. The truth is, 
that the general statements asserting the fre- 
quency of such reformations, which are often 
made by the friends of this mode of propagat- 
ing religion, are without foundation ; and are 
adapted to leave an impression that is decep- 
tive and false. Excitements like those which 
we have described, may have some good re- 
sults, but reformations of the kind just men- 
tioned are not of this number.—Besides, as to 
the permanency of what is really good in these 
religious commotions, mach cannot be said, 
much must not be expected. Mr. Beman 
himself asserted, that ima revival, which took 
place in Troy: in 1816, “there were but about 
eighty recieved into the church, and of that: 
number forty. were now under church cens- 
ure.’—It is proper, however, to observe that 
his accusers maintain, that on this subject, as 
on almost every other which he touched, he 
has been guilty of misrepresentation —Be this 
as it, may, it is perfect!y well understood, that 
these excitements in all cases die away ; and 
the coldmessand deadness of feeling which en- 
sye.even inthe best men, bear a very.,exact 
P tion to. the previous fervor ant eleva- 


etails, it Capnot,be ne- 
cessary; for us to’ dwell for amoment on the 
bad effects, immediate and remote, of the ex- 
cesses, Temarking only, as we pasa, that time 
as yet has unfolded but a small part of them;

a presumptuous reliance on supposed diving 
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impnises, impertinent interference in the af- 
fairs of others, and outrages on decency and 
order, disgracing religion, leading to violent 
altercations, and provoking mutual injury.— 
The following passage from the Brief Account 
states the consequences of Mr. Finney’s first 
visit to Troy ; and though the description may 
be perhaps a little overwrought, we have no 
reason to doubt its general correctness. At 
any rate it should be considered, that this is 
not the testimony of Unitarians, or ‘Socinians,’ 
as some still have the meanness to miscall 
them, but of a part of Mr. Beman’s church and 
congregation, who are as orthodox as he is ; 
nay, who make it one of their principal char- 
ges against him, that he has swerved not a 
little from the Westminster Confession of 
Faith. 

“Mr. Finney’s appearance here, where his 
reputation had preceded him, instantly arous- 
ed the public curiosity, and great numbers 
flocked to hear him. ‘The enemies of revela- 
tion rejoiced that an opportunity was offered 
them te throw their reproaches upon it with 
some color of propriety, as represented through 
so falsifying a medium, and listened to him 
with sincere delight. ‘Those who possessed 
either taste or information, ‘elt themselves in- 
sulted by the supposition, that their minds 
could either begratified by the oratory, or 
their understandings influenced by the reason- 
ings, of this ignorant ranter. Real piety was 
afflicted to witness the destruction he was deal- 
ing upon its cause. The growing discontent 
of the church and congregation was manifest- 
ed by numbers forsaking their usual place of 
worship, and frequenting those of other de- 
nominations. Infidelity and profanity no lon- 
ger sought their secret dens, but stalked open- 
ly and without disguise through the streets : 
and even children, learning the blasphemous 
language of Mr. Finney, would repeat and 
emblazop it at the public corners.”—Brief 
Account, p. 20. 

The ‘plain farmer’ gives his views of the 
character and moral influence of these revivals 
in his own peculiar manner, though we fear, 
some may think that he has forgotten the grav- 
ity and seriousness of the subject. 

“The monstrous impositions and unaccount- 
able chimeras that have been palmed upon 
mankind in their secular, as well as _ spiritual 
concerns, should be a standing admonition 
“to try the spirits,” and contend for the free 
exercise of reason in ail the concerns of life.— 
How often have the credulous been egregious- 
ly imposed upon in their worldly concerns by 
those who pretend to have wonderful discover- 
ies and illeuminations, aud who deal in myster- 
ies. How many otherwise sensible and dis- 
creet men have, by artful designing im- 
postors, carrying iit their hands the mysterious 
and wonderful divining rod, been led. to ex- 
pend their substance and time in searching 
for golden treasures, or Kidd’s money, in the 
bowels of the earth, to the neglect to the slow 
but sure method which consists in a diligent 
cultivation of its surface, Every ‘plain far- 





mer,’ especially if he “‘dealt much in horses,” 
will recollect that not many years since a mys- 
terious skill was said to be discovered, called 
the “‘called skill” and a new era was proclaim- 
ed in the manner of taming and subduing 
wild and refractory colts and horses. It was 
declared the wildest and most ungovernable 
could be brought, from a state of nature and 
opposition, to a state of complete subjection, 
in one hour by that skill ; and if universal 
“faith” could be inspired, not a single refrac- 
tory horse would remain in the land. Pedes- 
trians and equestrains were multiplied aston- 
ishingly, and were onthe alert in every direc- 
tion. to accomplish the good work. Some may 
have the curiosity to inquire what was the 
process that produced such a wonderful 
change? It will be remember@d, that, the 
halter being on, the poor animal must be blind- 
folded, his ears stopped, and something given 
him to nauseate his stomach ; he must then 
be turned rapidly on a circle till he has lost all 
sense and instinct, and become completely be- 
wildered, amazed, and astounded, and, it able 
to stand or walk at all,- would only grope 
about for a while in the most wretched and 
abject condition. Some farmers had faith, 
and some had not ; and those who had, found 
that when the physical effects of the operation 
were over, and the poor animal gradually be- 
come fit for any useful employment, he would, 
by degrees, sink back into his original state of 
nature, and this great discovery, which prom- 
ised to effect such a mysterious change, in- 
stantly as it were, ‘was, after a sufficient trial, 
laid aside—aud the good old way of preserv- 
ing the animal’s senses, and ‘training him up 
in the way he should go,” and inducing him, 
by kind arts, to yield a cheerful obedience, 
has come into general use again with all prac- 
tical farmers.” —Letter to the Presbytery pp. 
9, 11. 

We have purposely confined ourselves to a 
consideration of what has been done in ‘lroy 
and Oneida County, reserving for a future 
number a discussion of the whole subject of 
Revivals, a subject which is growing every 
day more and more important and interesting. 
Referring to the Bunker Hill Contest, the Or- 
thodox committee say in the Appendix to 
their Narrative : 

“We may from this pamphlet see what is 
soon to be the dividing line between the friends 
and the enemies of tie cross of Christ. Those 
who possess some measures of the spirit of

Al 
the noise of the enemy now heard, compared 
with what will ere long be heard, is no morc 
than the murmurs of the gentle rill, compared 
with the roar of the mighty eataract.”—Nar- 
rative, p. 87. 

We are no alarmists. We are not apt to 
see a tempest brewing in every speck of valor 
that discolors the atmosphere. t we do be- 
lieve that the revolting scenes which it has 
been our painful duty to disclose in this re- 
view, will be acted over in many other places, 
before the community are thoroughly awake to 
the pernicious tendency of the principles and 
policy of men highin favor. Meanwhile th 
opposition which has been made to this ‘work 
of God,’ as it has been profanely called, by 
many Calvinists on the spot, and the alarm 
that has been expressed by many leading Cal- 
vinists at a distance, particularly in the letters 
of Dr. Nettleton and Dr. Beecher, augur well. 
They show that the more wary and discern- 
ing of that party are beginning to open their 
eyes. Probably, when we have laid open our 
views on this subject, it will be found, that 
we do not agree in many respects with the 
last mentioned gentlemen ; but there is one 
admonition contained in his letter, which we 
can adopt, though it is expressed too strongly, 
and betrays something too much like panic.— 
We are on the confines of universal misrule 
and moral desolation, and no time is to be lost 
in farestalling and holding public sentiment 
correctly, before the mass shall be put in mo- 
tion by. fierce winds, before which nothing . 
can stand, and behind which, whenthey have 
swept over the land, nothing will remain.’

They 
wish to satisfy their doubts ; and suspecting 
that the man had not been blind, they call his 
parents, and ask them, Is this your son, wha, 
ye say, was born blind? How then doth he

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The parents answer, “ we know that this 
is our son, and that he was born blind; but by 
what means he now secth, we know uot : he 
is of age, ask him : he will speak for himself. ” 

The Doctors a second time interrogate me 
man that was blind: “Give God the praise, say 
they, weknow thathe, who, thou sayest, opens | 
ed thine eyes, isasinner.” ‘Whether he be 
a sinner,” replies he, ‘‘I know not : one thing 
I know, that whereds I was blind, nowI see.” 
Upon this ingenuous answer, the Doctors re- 
eur to their first question, “What did he to 
thee ? how opened he thine eyes?” “I have 
told you already,” replies the man, equally 
firm as inigenuous ; wherefore would ye hear 
itagain? Will ye also be his discipies ?” 

At this reply the Doctors are irritated : they 

revile him. “We kuow not,“ say they, “from 
whence he is, of whom thou speakest.” ‘“Why, 
herein is a marvelous thing, that ye know not 
from whence he is,”’ boldly replies this man of 
eandour and good sense, “‘and yet he hath o- 
pened mine eyes,” &c. 
How simple! how natural! how precise ! how 
interesting! how coherent! Ifthe truth be 
not told here, by what characters shall I be a- 
ble to discover it ?

REMARES 
Uponthe Minutes and Circular of the Hudson River 
Association which appeared in our last. 

In the minutes of the Association, there appears to 
be two charges specified against Mr. Kneeland. 

The rinst was 2 violation of his contract withthe 
Church in Prince-St. It does not appear, notwith- 
standing the charge was fully supported, that Mr. K, 
was required to make any satisfaction to the church, 
by confession or otherwise ; but merely to tell the 
public that he had completely justified himself by 
what he had before published in the Olive Branch, 
&ec. Wegreatly marvel that the Association should 
admit a breach of contract, as ajust complaint against 
Mr. K.and vote that said complaint was sustained by 
the evidence ; and yet require no acknowledgment of 
him to the complaining party! It is indeed a novel 
proceeding. Nay, more,—It looks like an intended 
insult to the Prince-Street Church. For instead 
of requiring him to make them restitution for the 
wrong which he had committed, the Association have 
allowed him tauntingly to exult in the very deed, for 
which they have passed the vote ofcensure. If such 
conduct was not making a mere sham trial of the 
complaint against Mr. K. we should be glad to be in- 
formed by the Association, what name we may em- 
ploy to express its true character ? 

The second charge, was that of having preached, 
wrote and conversed in such a manner as “to induce 
a belief that he did not believe in the divine authen- 
ticity of the Christian Scriptures, or of Christianity.” 

The manner in which this complaint was treated 
by the Association, as appears by their minutes, was 
nothing more or less than that of giving it a plausi- 
ble go by. It is not pretendedthat Mr K. had not, 
both in public and in private, from the pulpit and the 
press, given evidence of his unbelief and disesteem of 
the scriptures—And what is to be done in this case ? 
Why, the Association vote to allow Mr. K. the priv- 
ilege to state what he believes. This was no trial of 
the complaint, but an evasion of it. Nor does Mr. K. 
even acknowledge that he was guilty of what they 
- proved ; but merely says, “ifany thing has been ex- 
pressed in my preaching,” &c. contrary to a belief in 
the scriptures, it'was not intended. And now tells 
the public, that ifthe same ground were to be gone 
over again, he should not do differently from what he 
had done, and which was the original cause of com- 
plaint. We cannot view this part of the proceedings 
of the Association to be any thingmore than a mere 
shuffle designed to get over the gross impropricties of 
an individual without a just decision of the cause of 
complaint. Perhaps,it did not occur to that body that 
Mr. K's. popularity was measurably at stake by per- 
sisting in the scepticism of which.the Church com- 
plained, as well as a little temporal interest: And 
although he might still be as sceptical as before, 
yet there were strong inducements to. suppress a con- 
fession of the fact : We say this upon the strength of 
his declaration in the Telescope and Miscellany, No. 
S. That he has no doubt he should do the same

again, were he again placed in the same or a like 
situation; the hemlock of Socrates, or afire and fag- 
gots of M. Servetus, notwithstanding ! 

These proceedings of the Association look so much 
like an unjust mockery to us that we feel bound in 
duty to the caus? of truth and honesty to give thein 
our unqualified disapprobztion, and to say that we 
have no more confidence in Mr. K’s. sincerity than 
we had before his trial. 

In closing our remarks upon these minutes, we beg 
leave to ask the Association whether these were all, 
the compluints which the Prince-Street Church pre- 
ferred against Mr. K.?

Mr. Editor, —The following facts are de- 
signed to accompany the proceedings of the 
Hupson River Association. 

Mr. Kneeland, in speaking of this trial for 
misconduct, etc.before the Hudson River As- 
sociation, remarked, that there were but THREE 
votes against him : but he omitted to tell the 
whole truth—viz. that the question, by agree- 
ment, was submitted to the Five MinisTERs 
present—Brs.Ballou, Streeter, King, Skinner 
and Willis. Br. Ballou was Moderator, and 
Br. Skinner, Clerk. Streeter, King and Wil- 
lis voted against Mr. Kneeland ; and Br. Skin- 
ner,the Clerk, had the last vote. To save the 
feelings of Mr. Kneeland as much as possible, 
he gtve a vote in his favour ; merely that it 
might be said that the vote was not unanim- 
ous against him. The Moderator had no cause 
to vote. As to his reference to the Telescope, 
No. 2 page 5th, that but few belonged to the 
society, and not any that can tell a word a- 
bout his contract with the society, but most- 
ly strangers to the whole transaction. We 
have only to say, we hope Mr. Kneeland, for 
his own sake, will not be so imprudent in 
his publications as to compel an exposure of 
all the facts that appeared upon his trial. He 
must let the matter rest; or tell the whole 
truth ; Or 

We cannot see by the Constitution of the 
Hudson River Association, or by any subse- 
quent act of their’s, or by any other act of any 
associate body whatever, that delegates from 
any society, either in the district or oud of it, 
can legally act in said Association without ap- 
plying for and obtaining admittance, before 
they can take their seats. if so, how could 
the delegates from Philadelphia act in this As- 
sociation, as they have never been admitted 
into it? It-will be contended, and we think 
very justly, that no act, on which they voted, 
either for or against him,can be legal or vallid; 
and if so, the admittance of the society got 
up under Mr. Kneeland, called the Second 
Society of Universalists, must be considered 
nullband: void : Especially. as not a minister 
nor a delegate of the State of New-York voted

MOVEMENTS OF ORTHODOXY. 

Within the last twenty-five years, a Society 
of Baptists in this vicinity manifested a most 
virulent opposition to the CongregationzJist 
Society here ; and the members of the latter, 
in many instances,returned the same usage to 
them. Slander and abuse were freely propa- 
gated, and numerous attempts were made to 
draw the members of each society over to the 
others. But within the last fives years, lo, 
these societies have become closely united in 
design and operation. The same building 
can now be occupied alternately by the 
preachers of both, and the same people attend. 
It is natural here to ask, have these societies 
become more liberal in their views, which 
causes this alteration? No, I presume not. 
Of one of them only can I speak with certain- 
ty, and that has moved the other way, having 
adopted a more exclusive and intolerant poli- 
cy in its internal regulations. What then? 
Why reason enough. The Methodists having 
located one of their preachers in the neigh- 
bourhood, measure must be adopted to prevent 
them from “getting a footing there.” It was 
accordingly agreed for each of the ministers 
to hold a meeting at the place every other Sun- 
day night in rotation, at the same hour as the 
Methodists held theirs, for the avowed object 
of preventing the attendance on‘that meeting. 
And some, who are esteemed patterns of piety, 
weve most verulent ag those who disre- 
garded them so much as to attend the Meth- 
odists meeting. The same opposition is man- 
ifested against Universalists; and similar meas 
ures adopted. The present week has given 
us an instance.* But at this very time, the 
great organ of orthodoxy, the Boston Record- 
er and Telegraph, is circulating the doings of 
the Methodists, and evincing a cordia) union 
of the leading men. Thus with the most bit- 
ter enmity among individual, the ruling or- 
gans .are joining hand in hand in the same 
cause. 

Now I draw the following conclusions from 
these facts. First that the union which ap- 
pears to be taking place among. the leaders of 
the different sects in this country, is not bs 
ed by the pure motives of Christian Wis 
lence, but for selfaggrandisement. And seé-

they had a tendancy to give an exclusive sup-

Brother Pickering—I was much gratified 


with the Convention recently holden at Sara- 


toga, the number of Brethren present was 
more than is usual on those ocasions, among 
whom there appeared the most perfect cordi- 
ality: and a very goodly number of Societies 
were represented as being in a truly prosper- 
ous state. Considerable business was trans- 
acted. The subject of a fund for the relief of 
the widows of the deceased brethren in the 
ministry was committed, as also the establish- 
ment of a seminary of Science. An improved 
plan for the government of churches and the 
convention was proposed, discussed and accept- 
ed as to it principles, and recommited to be re- 
duced to proper forms. One was licensed to 
reach, and three were ordained as evangelists. 
The-ordinance of the Supper was administered 
to a large number of communicants, and the 
Seaton was truly impressive. 
‘The sermons on the occasion were generally 
interesting and instructive; the doctrines of 
faith and repentance were urged, and exper- 
imental and practical religion recommended ; 
but one of the Sermomis was an exception, and 
as it came from one “whose years should en- 
title him to a considerable share of respect, it 
was the more to be regretted that an ordination 
occasion should be marked by an almost total 
neglect of the parochial duties, and ministeral 
responsibilty toGod,and to the church,and de- 
voted to what the preacher was pleased to 
call the inconsistencies and errors of “the 
clergy and doctors of the day”. After pre- 
mising that he did not mean to be understood as 
speaking against the persons, characters or 
Motives of any, but only as-pointing out their 
errors in the bonds of perfect.charity, he paid 
his respects to the catechism, which he has 
long since wore thread bare.” He said this, 
and all creeds of the day were full of errors 
of the most abominable character, and their 
authors as full of base hypocricy asthe creeds 
Were of error, repeating it to make ‘it sure. 
_ Here, my brother, I have one serious ques- 
fion to ask you, and if you can-give me a sat- 
Wsfactory answer I shall feel myself much 
obliged to you. It is this; why did the preach-

er think it to be his duty to say so much 
against christians that differ from him, and 
yet not feel it to be his duty to say one word 
against the Deists and Atheists? Did he sup- 
pose the errors and inconsistencies of the 
latter to be less injurious than those of the 
former, and therefore, to be tolerated?

We are fearfully, wonderfully made. —Ps. cxxxix. 14. 

The structure of man is a theme which is 
extremely wonderful to contemplate His 
frame is a world in minniture. In every re- 
spect he is superior to all other beings inhab- 
iting this terraqueous and sublunary globe.— 
The bones of his body serve as a foundation 
or basis on which the superstructure is raised. 
To these are attached ligaments for the pur- 
pose of preventing the interference of one 
with another. The muscles, the tendons, the 
nerves, arteries and veins, are so peculiarly 
adjusted, and so well fulfil their office, that 
the whole man appears the most perfect piece 


of mechanism which the mind can conceive.. 


And when we consider how this complicated 
machine or microcosm, is supported and kept 
in being we cannot hesitate crying out “‘we are 
fearfully, wonderfully made.” The heart is the 
chief instrument inthe ife or action of the body. 
It is this, which by its contraction and dila- 
tion, keeps up a perpetual circulation of the 
vital fluid to the most remote members of our 
frame. It contracts itself to force the blood 
through the arteries, whence the veins recieve 
it and convey it back to the heart. In this 
way a circulation is constantly going on in our 
system to our latest breath. 

But we have surveyed by far the least won- 
derful part of our constitution. That which 
appears of most wonder to us is the mode of 
nutrition. This is performed thus. Food is 
recieved into the mouth, and is there by.the 
action of the teeth, and by the mixture of the 
saliva converted into-.a substance to 
be recieved into the stomach, which, in shape, 
resembles a bagpipe. Here, by the muscular 
action of the stomach, and the solvent power 
of the gastric juice, it is turned into a sort of 
pap. It is next thrusted into the intestines, 
and mixed with the peculiar fluids belonging 
tothem. So prepared, it is absorbed by myr- 
iads of small vessels lining the inner coat of 
the intestines and by them taken into the mass 
of blood, and the vessels come hence to be 
termed absorbants. In this way we receive 
nourishment from the various substances, us- 
ed asfood. But the process does not stop 
here. This recent preparation of food circu- 
lates with the blood till it assimilates itself to 
it. And after this it is driven by the force of 
the heart through the lungs, where.the inspi- 
ration of the air gives it a bright red colour. 
A considerable amount of the vital fluid as- 
cends to the head, and here the animal spirits, 
as they are termed, are made from it. 

Now,who can survey this subtile contrivance, 
this astonishingly wise contrivance and not 





exclaim, ‘‘ We are fearfully, wonderfully 
made?” When itis considered that an arte- 
ry or vein stopped, a muscle or bone displac- 
ed, or a nerve umproperly acted on, gives rise 
to sickness, pain and even death, does it not 
seem wonderful indeed that man should 
sometimes last for seventy, yea, for sometimes 
an hundred years ? - 

But the most wonderful of all things is the 
human mind. To what astonishing abilities 
does it sometimes arrive! Its various pow- 
ers and capacities, of perception, judgment, 
reason, memory, é&c. &c. are capable of in- 
conceivable improvement. No man ever ar- 
rived to such a degree of knowledge that he 
could not learn more. Nay the more knowl- 
edge a person attains, the greater capacity he 
has of attaining it, and the more desire he has 
for an increase of it Consider, for a moment 
a few of those giants of learning, Cicero, De- 
mosthenes, Des Cartes, Mr. Locke, Mr. Bayle, 
Milton, Sir Isaac Newton, which have been 
the wonder of,not only,the nation they belong- 
ed, but to the whole world. The mind of man 
is constituted for endless improvement ; and 
hence there is an argument of its indissolubil- 
ity at the point of death, or of its survival of 
the body’s dissolution. Does it appear credi- 
ble that a being of so vast power as the human 
mind, so fearfully, wonderfully made, will be 
annihilated at the death of the body? Reve-- 
lation, however, puts it out of doubt ; declar- 
ing that “this mortal shall put on immortality, 
and this corruptible shall put on ria al
